The Lindberghs left New York 


July 9 on a survey flight of the 
North Atlantic as an assignment 
from Pan-American airways, which 
Col. Lindbergh serves as technical 
chairman. He was to collaborate 
with ground crews which had been 
at work for many months seeking 
a feasible air route between the 
continents. 

The work was part of a huge 
joint survey. participated in by Im- 
perial Airways of Great Britain, 
KLM of Holland, Lufthansa of Ger- 
many and the French combination, 
Air France, with the American com- 
pany. 

Leaving New York, the Lind- 
berghs traveled northward along the 


leaving the continent at Hebron, 
Labrador, for Godthaab, Greenland. 
They spent a month exploring 
Greenland, from Disco Island on the 
West Coast, to Scoresby Sound, on 
the east, and dropping down to 
Julianehaab on the southern shore. 
From Greenland, they hopped to 
Reykjavik, Iceland; Tveraax in the 
Faroes; the Shetland Islands, and 
finally Copenhagen, Denmark. 
Tour of Much of Europe. 
They were now on vacation, the 
Pan-American assignment ending 
at the Danish capital. From there 
they visited much of Europe. They 


covered all of the Scandinavian 


peninsula, into thé Miter 


sia to Moscow; Tullinn, Estonia; 
Le Bourget; a triangular cruise of | 


the British Isles—Southampton, 
Galway, Inverness, then Rotterdam, 
Geneva and finally Lisbon, Portu- 
gal. 

They visited the Azores, Las Pal- 
mas in the Canaries, and the Afri- 
can mainland at Villa Cisneros. 
The next jump took Col. and Mrs. 
Lindbergh back to sea—Porto 
Praia, in the Cape Verde Islands. 
The next hop was to Bathurst, 
Gambia, on the African mainland. 

The Lindberghs made repeated 
attempts to take off for the cross- 
ing of the South Atlantic Ocean, 
but the water was too calm. Final- 
ly on Wednesday morning, Dec. 6, 
came the “harmattan,” the hot, dry 
desert wind that blows intermit- 
tently from the interior, and the 
Lindberghs were off for South 
‘America. It took them 16 hours 
and 10 minutes to make the cross- 
ing of 1875 miles from Bathurst to 
Natal, Brazil. 

They flew later to ‘Trinidad, 
Puerto Rico and the Dominican 
Republic. 

Mrs. Lindbergh was the first 
woman to fly in an airplane across 
the South Atlantic.

John J. McCarthy and John J.

Police Department today as Acting 


Chief of Police and Chief of De- 
tectives, respectively, following the 
biggest political turnover in the de- 
partment’s history, ordered yester- 
day by the Democratic Board of 
Police Commissioners. Status of 
50 high-ranking officers was 
changed. 

McCarthy, as Acting Chief of Po- 
lice, succeeds Col. Joseph A. Gerk, 
who had been furloughed, with pay, 
until Oct. 1, 1934, when he will be 
eligible for retirement on a pen- 
sion. McCarthy was a Captain, 
commanding the Carr Street Dis- 
trict. His rank remains that of 
Captain, and he will get a Captain’s 
pay, $3420 a year. Gerk, until his 
retirement, will get the Chief’s pay, 
$6500 a year. 

Carroll, the new Chief of Detec- 
tives, was a Captain, commanding 
the Deer Street District. He suc- 
ceeds Maj. rt Kaiser, who has 
been demot o Captain in charge 
of the Mounted District. Gerk and 
Kaiser had headed their respective 
departments since 1925. 

Walton Becomes Lieutenant. 

Maj. William R. Walton, Inspec- 
tor of the department, was demoted 
to Lieutenant and assigned to the 
Ruskin Avenue District, exchanging 
places with Lieut. M@ehael O’Brien 


ofthat District who was made In- 
Spector 


Detective Sergt. Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell was made a Lieutenant and 
Acting Assistant Chief of Detec- 
tives. He succeeds Capt. Fred Egen- 
riether, who was demoted to Lieu- 
tenant and assigned to the Page 
Boulevard District. 

Lieut. Paul J. Schultz was made 
Acting Captain and assigned to 
duty as Night Chief of Police. He 
had been acting temporarily in that 
capacity. | 

McCarthy, receiving congratula- 
tions,at his new desk this morning, 
said it would be his policy “not to 
stand for gangsters, racketeers, kid 
napers or any kind of crooks” in 
St. Louis. 

“I expect to keep the city as clean 
as I can,” he said, “and I expect 
every man in the department to 
help me keep it that way.” 

Changes Long Expected. 

Changes in the department had 
been expected since last February 
when the new Police Board, ap- 
pointed by Gov. Park, took charge, 
but nothing like yesterday’s up- 
heaval had been anticipated. 

The Police Board, in a meeting 
which lasted from 3:30 p. m., until 
10 p. m., made 21 promotions, 13 
demotions; 14 transfers and ap- 
proved two furloughs. -1t demoted 
four Captains, promoting four Lieu- 
tenants to these vacancies and 
making two others Acting Captains. 
Seven Lieutenants were demoted 
and one furloughed. Eight Ser- 
geants were promoted to Lieuten- 
ants and four were made Acting 
Lieutenants. Eight Captains and 
3ix Lieutenants were transferred to 
new posts. 

The changes <z-racted 14 of the 
department’s 16 Captains, and 21 
of its 34 Lieutenants. The only 
Captains unconcerned were Kirk 
of the Soulard Street District and 
Mulcahy of the Dayton Street Dis- 
trict. At headquarters the only 
high ranking officers not involved 
were Lieutenant-Colonel John 
Glassco, who remains as Assistant

death early today at his East Side 
apartment. Apparently he fell 
asleep with a lighted cigarette in 
his hand. : 

Mr. Vance, who was 54 years old, 
was found seated in a chair, his 
hands and face badly burned. 


Smoke from the fire which was 
confined to his clothing and body, 
attracted the attention of an em- 
ploye of the apartment. The fire 
was extinguished quickly, but the 
author was found to be dead. 

‘Mr. Vance was born in Washing- 
ton and attended Brooklyn Poly- 
technic Institute. His first book, 
published in 1905, was “Terence 
O’Rourke, Gentleman Adventurer.” 
He has written many other popular 
novels, sonte of them best sellers 
in their day. He also published 
short stories, verse and serial nov- 
els in periodicals. He was a mem- 
ber of the Authors’ Club of Lon- 
don and the Players’ Club of New 
York City.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 16.— 
Liquor control legislation for Mis 
souri will not be back before the 


two houses of the Legislature for 
further consideration until early 
next week, due to delays in the 
joint conference committee appoint- 
ed to try to work out a compromise 
of the conflicting views of the Sen- 
ate and House. 

If the optimism of conference 
committee members as to their 


{| reaching an agreement quickly, aft- 


er they start, proves justified, the 
conference committee report may 
reach the two houses for consid- 
eration by Tuesday. If the com- 
mittee functions as the two houses 
did in earlier consideration of 
liquor control, the report will be 
out later. 

There has been no real rush to 
dispose of the matter, which has 
kept Missouri legally dry since re- 
peal of national prohibition was 
completed by the states on Dec. 5, 

The House passed the Senate con- 
trol bill Tuesday night, after act- 
ing on 66 amendments. The Dill 
was reported back to the Senate 
the following afternoon. Thursday 
morning both Houses went through 
the formalities necessary to throw 
the bill into joint conference com- 
mittee. The 10 committee mem- 
bers, five from each house, were 
appointed Thursday afternoon. 

Committee’s First Meeting. | 

The committee held its first meet- 
ing for an hour yesterday after- 
noon and then adjourned 
Monday morning because of the 
absence of Senators Clark of Rich- 
mond and Titus of Joplin and Rep- 
resentative Presley of Buffalo. 

The Senate adjourned yesterday 
until Monday afternoon. The 
House is technically in session to- 
day with a small attendanc- to pass 
a few non-controversial bills with 
previous roll calls. 

The principal differences be- 
tween the two houses concern the 
sale of intoxicating liquors by the 
drink and local option. 

The bill, as passed by the Sen- 
ate, authorized sale of hard liquor 
by the drink throughout the State, 
in effect authorizing saloons sub- 
ject to local option vote on such 
sales. The local option vote would 
be by municipalities, including 
cities, towns and villages, and by 
separate vote in unincorporated 
territory within a county. 

The House amended the bill to 
give St. Louis unlimited home rule 
of the ale of intoxicating liquor by 
the drink which would authorize 
saloons, but prohibited such sales 
by the drink elsewhere, except on 
railroad trains. The House would 
permit sales by the drink of beer 
and light wines in hotels, restau- 
rants, clubs and toa. , with meals 
except in hotel rooms. It amended 
the bill to limit local option only 
to the question of sales of beer and 
light wines by the drink. 

Agreement on Package Sales. 

Both houses are agreed so far 
on permitting sale throughout the 
State of intoxicating liquor in orig- 
inal packages, not to be consumed 
on the premises where sold, and are 
not far apart on liquor taxes. 

The House action in approving 
home rule of the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor by the drink only te St. 
Louis has resulted in considerable 
opposition, especially from Kansas 
City. Demands that Kansas City 
be given the same right have been 
made by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, several] other civic organiza- 
tio-s and T. J. Pendergast, head of 
the Democratic organization ma- 
chine in Kansas City. 

Members of the Conference Com 
mittee said a definite re would 
be made to extend this home rule 
to smaller cities, perhaps as low as 
cities of the fourth class. The pop- 
ulation classification of cities of 
the fourth class, under the law, is 
from 500 to 3000. :

Sheriff Godwin said the Negro 
apparently had been shot to death 
before he was hanged. 

The allegedtattempted attack on 
the girl occurred about a month ago 
in the neighborhood where the Ne- 
gro was lynched. After the grand 
jury refused to indict him, he was 
released. Officers said today they 
had not Known he was in the vicin- 
ity because they had released him 
in Nashville where he had been 
held for safekeeping.

Chief Gerk’s letter of Dec. 12, to 
which he-referred, follows:

“I have been unusually fortunate 
in the matter of health until re-

“Some years ago I was shot in 
my right leg by a drug-crazed man. 
This old injury has troubled me to 
a more or less degree ever since, 
and, inasmuch as it appears to be 
a progressive condition and beyond 
medical relief, I cannot hope for 

o decided or lasting improvement. 
Doctors have recomménded that 
I stay off the leg as much as pos- 
sible. ae 
“This wound and an ailing back 
and side, which, no doubt, may be 
‘traced to an accident suffered some 
years since when I had the misfor- 
tune to fall while in the discharge 
of duty, have superinduced a bad 
case of nervousness and diminished 
stamina. 

“For these reasons, and the fur- 
ther one that on Aug. 21, 1934, I 
will have completed 35 years of 
uninterrupted service in this de-

Chief John J. McCarthy: 
Policeman Father Tried 
To Keep Him Off Force 


New Acting Head of Department, Once 
Chosen as “Best Detective in Country,” 
First Donned Uniform in 1894. 


If John W. McCarthy, retired po- 
liceman, had had his way, back in 
1894, his son, John J. McCarthy, 
would not today be Acting Chief 
of Police of St. Louis. 

When the younger man an- 
nounced he was, going to follow 
in his father’s footsteps, the father 
protested vigorously. He not only 
protested, but went to Chief Clar- 
ence Harrigan and asked him not 
to appoint his son. His protests, 
however, were in vain and young 
John got the appointment. 

The new probationary patrolman, 
who then weighed only 128 pounds, 
chided his father: “Never mind, 
when I’ve been on the force 26 
years, like you have, I'll be more 
than a patrolman. I might even 
be Chief some day.” 

“T guess I kept my word, didn’t 
I?” the Acting Chief remarked with 
a smile last night, following an- 
nouncement by the Police Board 
of his appointment as successor to 
Chief Gerk. 


First Beat in “Bloody Third.” 

The greater part of the new Act- 
ing Chief’s career has been spent 
as a detective. His first beat, and 
his only one, was as a probationary 
and later a patrolman in the old 
“Bloody Third,” now the Fourth 
District. He walked from Tenth 
to Fourteenth street and from Cass 
avenue to Howard street. His ex- 
periences there are only dim mem- 
ories now, but “I never had a lot 
of trouble—you know I was born 
in Kerry Patch myself,” he says. 

McCarthy’s progress toward his 
goal was, with one exception, steady. 
In 1903 he became a detective, a 
position which then ranked with a 
sergeantcy. Four years later he

Sergeant in 1913, a Lieutenant in 
1919, and again Assistant Chief of 
Detectives in 1925. 

This last promotion came with 
the appointment of Robert Kaiser 
jas Chief of Detectives. Kaiser, 
who had been McCarthy’s walking 
partner for 14 vears, when agked 
his choice as assistant, promptly 
selected McCarthy, describing. him 
= “the best detective in the coun- 
.” 

Two years later the Assistant 
Chief was transferred, for reasons 
never made clear, to the Deer Street 
District, ds commanding officer 
with the rank of Captain. He re 
mained there until last August, 
\when he took over his old district, 
the Fourth, succeeding the late 
Capt. Frank Nally. 

5 Feet 8, 185 Pounds, 66 Years Old. 

The new head of the department 
is-a small man, as policemen go. 
He is five feet, eight inches tall 
and does not look his 185 pounds. 
Wiry and active despite his 66 
years, he is erect and soldierly and 
has cold, gray eyes that have chilled 
many a frightened suspect. 

He smokes cigars, does not drink 
and up till now has never had time 
to thoroughly look over the new Po- 
lice Headquarters Building, com- 
pleted in 1927. \ 

“I expect I'll have to look around 
a little now,” he says. 

Underneath a brusque exterior is 
a genial personality which has 
made him popular with fellow of- 
ficers. He is a close student of 
human nature and this quality, 
combined with natura] shrewdness, 
contributed to his success as a de- 
tective. His friends recal] numerous 
knotty cases which he helped solve 
by his uncanny ability in obtaining 
statements from recalcitrant wit- 
nesses.

to discuss his personal accomplish- 
ments during his long career. “All 
police work—just police work, noth- 
ing big,” he.insisted. Only when 
drawn out would he deign to re- 
count a few of his experiences. 

“One of my closest calls was one 
night years ago at the St. Louis 
Lumber Co., on Easton and Ever- 
green avenues, in Wellston,” he 
said. “There was a police plant out 
there on a safe job that was to be 
pulled. A lot of police were there 
and I happened to be with Jules 
Schoenbein, a County Deputy. As 
we crossed a yard some shooting 
began and we soon discovered we 
were the targets. We thought at 
first we were being fired on by other 
police by mistake and yelled for 
them to cut it out. The shooting 
kept up and, seeing they were 
the robbers we opened up, Jules 
with a riot gun. They escaped, but 
were caught later and convicted. 

“One of these men was John W. 
Blair, known as ‘St. Louis Cliff’ and 
the ‘Missouri Mule,’ who previously 
had been arrested for the murder 
of Police Sergeant Michael Gibbons 
in the Wabash station on Delmar. 
The night of that murder I had a 
call at home from an informant that 
‘Cliff was boasting of having 
‘killed a copper.’ I hadn’t yet heard! 
of the shooting, but we were soon 
on. Biair’s trail. He was later 
caught and tried, but was acquitted. 
He was convicted several years aft- 
erward of a Jefferson City postal 
robbery.” . 


Capture of Two Burglars. 

One of McCarthy’s most vivid rec- 
ollections goes back to the early 
1900s, when two notorious burglars 
were captured and several thousand 
dollars in loot recovered. McCar- 
thy was assigned ty the case and 
made the usual inquiries through 
“stools” or informants. 

“One of the stools, a woman, just 
couldn’t help out at all. When we 
finally captured one of the men, 
named Conway, in’a room at Sev- 
enteenth and Washington, after a 
fracas that nearly turned into a 
gun fight, we found in the room 
with him the woman that was sup- 
posed to be **Iping.us.” 

Another noted case in which Mc- 
Carthy figured was that of William 
W. Lowe, former St. Louis stock 
and bond broker, who was sentenced 
to 43 years in. Leavenworth Pent 
tentiary in 1910. for robbing a mail 
train at Glencoe, St. Louis County. 

Postoffice Inspectors and detec- 
tives decided it was a “Lowe. job” 
because of its similarity with other 
robberies in which’ he had been in- 
volved. After several weeks of in- 
vestigation, Lowe was arrested in 
his office here by Chief of Detec- 
tives Smith, the then Lieut. Mc 
Carthy and others. Lowe was pa- 
roled in 1925. 

M. A. C. Fire Investigation. 

McCarthy was one of several de- 
tectives who received letters from 
the’ Police Board in 1911 congrat- 
ulating them on the thoroughness 
of their investigation of the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club fire, in which 
35 lives were lost. The investiga- 
tion scotched rumors that the fire 
was of incendiary origin. 

McCarthy resides with his wife, 
who was the daughter of William 
Judge, a policeman, at 5936A Mc- 
Pherson avenue. They have threé 
sons and three daughters,.all grown. 
One of the sons, Joseph, is a Pro- 
bationary Patrolman, stationed at 
the Dayton Street District. 

Like John W. McCarthy in 1894, 
the new chief did not want his son 
to enter the department and op- 
posed him. However, that is over 
now and he is ready to watch se-

NEW DETECTIVE CHEF 
FRGHTER OF GANGSTER 


John J. Carroll First Rose to 
Attention in Egan-Hogan 
Warfare. 


John J. Carroll, who took over 
his assignment as Chief of Detec- 
tives today, rode to renown on the 
necks, literally as well as figur- 
atively, of certain local gentry who 
had organized! to live outside the 
law. 

Open warfare between the Egan 
and Hogan gangs brought him 
from comparative obscurity in the 
last 10 years. The differences of 
opinion between the Cuckoo gang 
and two factions of Italian rack- 
eteers made him even better known, 
particularly to the racketeers, most 
of whom have nothing but hard 
words to say for Johnny Carroll. 
‘He joined the force in 1907, 
abandoning a career in professional 


right arm would not carry him far 
beyond the Western Association 
league where he pitched for Leav- 
enworth, Kan., his last season. 


Early Days on the Force. 
As a probationary patrolman he 
walked a beat in the Laclede Ave- 
nue District on those portions of 


where fashionable residents were 
making their last stand against the 
westward movement. 

After a year, he was a full- 
fledged patrolman, and a few 
months later, a special officer as- 
signed to criminal investigation. He 
worked in that capacity for the 
next 10 years and there, “really 
learned the detective business.” 

In 1918 he was transferred to the 
Detective Bureau and within a 
year, was made a district detective- 
sergeant. When the Egan-Hogan 
gang war broke out, he was trans- 
ferred to Headquarters. 

In 1923, Carroll was promoted to 
Lieutenant, which apparently in- 
spired him in making hard the lot 
of organized criminals. The mildest 
thing that the gangs had to say 
about Johnny Carfoll was that he 
was “a scoundrel, a dirty thug, a 
murderer.” This last appellation 
arose from the fact that several 
notorious gangsters resisted arrest 
when Carroll and his men were 
after them. Those who did suffered 
severe attacks of “lead poisoning,” 
as it is called in the department 
and in the underworld. 2 

The only thing they didn’t say 
was that they “slipped Carroll some 
dough” to leave them unmolested. 
They were afraid Carroll might 
hear about it if they did. 

Tactics Against Gangsters. 

During his gang-fighting days 
Carroll used to arrest all known 
gangsters on sight, and they would 
be held:'20 hours, whether there was 
any charge against them or not. It 
was a strange coincidence that so 
many of his gangster prisoners had 
to stop at City Hospital on the way 
to headquarters. . They seemed, 
unanimously, to have lacerations 
and bruises and contusions of the 
eye, which produced a deep blue 
coloration. The gangsters didn’t 
complain because it was useless, 
and prisoners without long police 
records did not complain because 
they did not “resist” and were of- 
fered no violence. 

Th new Chief of Detectives is. 
built like a wrestler. Burly, he keeps 
himself hard with constant work in 
the police gymnasium, with his 
weight at about 225. He is 6 feet 
tall, walks heavily, and his blue 
eyes are hard and unblinking when 
he is at work. He can—and does— 
stare disconcertingly at suspects, 
with a contemptuous air of knowing 
all that they have done and most 
of‘what they have thought. 

Carroll's activities against gang- 
sters have not been confined to the 
St. Louis city limits. On Aug. 23, 
1928, Lieut. Carroll, with Detective 
Jerry O’Connell, who was promoted 
to Lieutenant yesterday and made 
Assistant Chief of Detectives—and 
with Detective Forthmann and St. 
Louis County Deputy Sheriffs, shot 


and killed “Big Bill” Davis, ex-con- 
vict and notorious racketeer as he 
was about/to “shake down” a sa- 
loon-keeper in Wellston. The Cor- 
oner’s verdict was “justifiable homi- 
cide by police officers in the per- 
formance of their duty.” 

Anthony Selvaggi, gunman and 
racketeer, was killed by Carroll and 
his men in a pistol fight near Col- 
linsville, Ill, in July, 1926. Joe 
“Mulehead” Simon, Cuckoo gangs- 
ter, was wounded at the same time, 
Simon cémplained. He said that 
Carroll shot him down in cold blood 
while he was running away. , 

“Huh!” said Carroll to his su- 
periors, “Did you ever hear of a 


\fellow being shot in the chest while 


he was running away?” Inasmuch 
as Simon had béen drilled right 
through the chest, no further con- 
sideration was given his accusa- 
tion. 

In October, 1926—the deadly 
Italian gang feud was going strong 
at that time—Lieut. Carroll and his 
night riders attempted to arrest 

sseph Bommarito and two com- 
panions who were riding in an auto- 
mobile, armed, and raced away 
when the officers ordered them to 
stop and be searched. The chase 
started at Fourteenth and Market 
streets and ended at Eleventh and 
O’Falion streets with the gangster 
driver, Joe Bommarito, dead, and 
one of his companions, James Lica- 
voli, wounded. Police Sergeant 
Homer Knox was wounded by 
gangster, bullets. In Bommarito’s 
bullet-riddled automobile the offi- 
cers found three automatic pistols, 
a revolver and a_e short-b--relled 
automatic shotgun. 

The first criminal to meet death 
at Jo Carroll’s pistol muzzle was 
William L. Singer, ex-convict, who 
shot at Carroll in September, 1922, 


when the officer attempted to ar-! 


rest him. - 

One who suffered great indig- 
nities at Carroll’s hands was Wil- 
lie Russo, head of the Italian gang 
of racketeers that bore his name. 
Russo purchased, for about $7000, 
an armor-plated Cadillac sedan. A 
week after he got it, Carroll took 
it away ftom him and refused to 
give it baek.

“Had your laissez faire views pre- 
vailed last March, the country 
would, I believe, have sunk into a 
still deeper abyss, instead of reco- 
ering as it has. I also believe that 
a return to the pre-depression dol- 
lar would, even now, invite new de- 
pression, also that we can never 
free ourselves-from such danger 
until we have broken down the 
tradition of a century that gold can 
properly keep unchanged its price, 
set in 1837, of $20.67 an ounce. You 
know, and [I know, that gold 
changes in value like everything 
else. It changes with changing con- 
ditions of mining, banking and con- 
fiuence. 
“Yet these changes have been pre- 
vented by the law of 1837 from be- 
ing registered in the price of gold 
itself where they properly belong. 
Instead, they obfuscate the prices 
of all other commodities. That is 
a large part of the trouble, and un- 
less it is stopped, the gold standard 
will continue at times, to be worse 
than useless.”

Extension of home rule over sales 
of intoxicating liquor by the drink 
to smaller cities, in effect sanction- 
ing return of the saloon, will pro- 
voke another fight in the House. 
A strong bloc of rural members’ has 
been opposing return of the saloon, 
even in “denatured” form. This 
bloc has contended that any sanc- 
tion of the saloon, in any form, 
would violate pledges in the State 
and national platforms of both ma- 
jor parties in the 1932 campaign. 

Representative James W. Arm- 
strong of Pulaski County, who has 
been acting as a floor manager for 
this group, has said this group was 
strong enough to block adoption of 
an emergency clause for any Dill 
authorizing saloons. An emergency 
clause is necessary to enable the 
control bill, when passed, to become 
effective immediately on approval 
by the Governor. Adoption of such 
a clause reguires approval of two- 
thirds of The members of each of 
the houses. In the House a favor- 
able vote of 100 would be required. 
The maximum favorable vote on 
any saloon proposal so far in the 
House was 78 votes for home rule 
for St. Louis.

HAD MANY LOVES 


Letters and Hotel Bills Also 
Show Various Women 
Figured in Life of Pasa- 
dena Murder Victim.

PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 16.—A 


woman who screamed a confession 
to the killing of Or. Leonard Sie- 
ver, 44-year-old dentist, later today 
retracted her statement, and police 


turned again to a study of the life 
of the dentist in hope of uncover- 
ing some clew to explain his mur- 
der. 

The woman, identified as Yvonne 
Howard, 34, of Inglewood, Cal., 
stopped a police officer on the 
street at Inglewood this morning 
and shrieked: “I killed Dr. Siever.” 
She said he had double-crossed her: 

Detectives, after examination of 
the woman, said they thought she 
had nothing to do with the crime, 
her only knowledge of it being 
gained from newspapers. They 
said she told them she had never 
seen Dr. Siever in her life. 

Many Affairs Disclosed. 

A diary kept by the dentist dis- 
closed him as a zestful wooer 
whose pursuit of love led him into 
forbidden places and danger. 

Love letters, hotel bills bearing 
witness to a meeting with a mar- 
ried- woman, and the diary, crammed 
with passionate phrases, only served 
to add to the troubles of authorities 
as they sought the person or per- 
sons who shot down the dentist last 
Tuesday night in front of the Scot- 
tish Rite Cathedral during a driv- 
ing rain. 

There were Many women in the 
life of the Russian-born dentist, 
police’ said. The theory. that 
jealousy prompted the killing was 
still uppermost as the investigation 
progressed. ) 

Police announced they were with- 
out clews as to the identity of a 
young woman, described as an at- 
tractive brunette, who dashed 
breathlessly into the office of Dr. 
Siever an hour before he was killed 
and held an excited, whispered con- 
versation with him. It was appar- 
ent, the authorities stated, that the 
young woman sought to warn Dr. 
Siever of his impending fate. 

Quotations From Diary. 

“Ah, ha, romance,” was one no- 
tation in the diary. “I have had 
my share.” 

The diary said “it is interesting 
that throughout my entire three 
years’ stay in Ann Arbor as a stu- 
dent, in proximity to charming co- 
eds, beautiful boulevards and lovers’ 
lanes, my life was minus any sort 
of romance, and, in a sense, I am 
glad of it.” 

After jotting down the thought 
that “nature .seemed to _ protect 
me,” Siever said he had “one in- 
fatuation and one love.” He named 
two women. 

“Both cases were genuine, _in- 
tense and had a touch of sadness 
to tears,” the diary continued. “One 
was a blonde coed at_the Universi- 
ty of Washington. She was intent 
on frivolity and that only, so_ it 
seemed to me, while my mind was 
preoccupied with her as with no 
other person before. 

“She was fond of me, but seeing 
I was unduly attached to her, she 
began to fall away. She found it 


{easy to lie to me.” 


In referring to the other woman, 
whom he described as a “petite 
blonde of 103’ pounds” and a gradu- 
ate of an exclusive Pasadena 
school, Siever’s diary said: 

“We were engaged to be married. 
However, she did not discourage 
the numerous amorous letters she 
had been receiving from other boys.

Reply to the County Water Co. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: | 

N the most recent broadside mailed 
I out by the St. Louis County Water Co. 
to its consumers, a spectacular appeal is 
made for fairness; it decries misrepresen- 
tation; it pleads for consideration. . 

Would it not be in keeping with that 
spirit for the company, choosing to draw 
a comparison of its rates with other 
cities, to select communities of like or 
nearly like population? 

I set out here 10 cities with municipal- 
ly-owned waterworks whose average pop- 
ulation most closely approximates that of 
St. Louls County: 


The rates of these 10 cities will average 
21.1 per cent lower than the rates of St. 
Louis County, exclusive of the free ser- 
vice they extend (fire hydrants, parks, 
‘public buildings and institutions). 

On the basis of an average domestic 
metered bill of $1.87 per month, testified 
to by the water company, which repre- 
sents 52 gallons per capita per day for a 
family of four (St. Louis quotes 135 gal- 
lons per capita per day), this service 
‘would cost the county consumer $22.44 
per year. On a basis of the average of 
the 10 cities cited, this service would cost 
$18.56. Meaningless when put this way. 
But to the University City taxpayers it 
represents a difference of about $27,000 
a year. If we add to this the “free ser- 
vices” charged for, we have the stagger- 
ing total extra cost to the property owner 
of about $50,000 a year, or nearly one- 
third of the annual water bill cf the city. 
Worth while to plead for, isn’t it? 

University City is able to, and should, 
build a waterworks of its own, a system 
which it will be free to manage and con- 
trol as it chooses;.free from any outside 
interference or outside influences?

Manufacturing interests, powerful 
in industrial states, have prevailed upon some Legis- 
latures to reject ratification, yet our most prominent 
industrial neighbor, Illinois, has ratified. 
Another strong argument against ratification has 
been the doctrine tof states’ rights. This was refuted 
in a few words by Elihu Root, when he said: 


It is useless for the advocates of state rights 
to inveigh against the supremacy of the constitu- 
tional law of the United States, or against the 
extension of national authority in the fields of 
necessary control, where the states themselves 
fail in the performance of their duty.

THE WAR IS ON. : 

A drastic move to force the hand of the recalcitrant 
Senate group which is attempting to massacre the 
Governor’s relief and public works program is being 
organized by members of the House of Representa- 
tives. They propose te pledge 51 members of the 
House to vote against all liquor control legislation 
and, particularly, against adoption of an emergency 
clause. Fifty-one votes are sufficient to defeat an 
emergency clause. That would mean that liquor con- 
trol legislation, if passed, would not become effective 
until the latter part of March, or 90 days after ad- 
journment of the special session. 
We are, of course, opposed to any further delay 
in making repeal effective in Missouri. Yet it is 
equally important that the remainder of the Gover- 
nor’s program be passed. Missouri has entered an 
agreement with the Federal Government by which it 
is receiving relief funds on the assumption that the 
Legislature would raise money to match them. In 
fact, the Legislature itself has adopted a resolution 
promising to pass relief legislation before it adjourns. 
If it does not do so, or if the legislation enacted is 
inadequate, Missouri will have been guilty of a breach 
of faith and will stand humiliated before the nation. 
As to the public works bills submitted by the Gov- 
ernor which permit communities to issue revenue 
bonds to finance their own utilities, an issue of 
greater moment than the bills themselves has been 
raised. A powerful utility lobby gathered in Jefferson 
| City before the special session opened to defeat these 
bills. It has resorted to every stratagem to gain its 
ends. Indeed, so bold and so persistent has the 
lobby been that it has become a question whether it 
or the State of Missouri is more powerful. 
A war is on in Jefferson City and, under the cir- 
cumstances, almost any device designed to restore 
popular government is justified. We do not believe 
it would be necessary for the House group to carry 
through its threat of defeating or postponing liquor 
legislation. It would only be necessary to make a 
show of strength to compel the capitulation of the 
Casey group in the Senate. How large or how strong 
that group is has not yet been put to the test. The 
bills it has attempted to kill have been closely guard- 
ed in packed committees. None of them has reached 
the Senate floor. It might be a different story if they 
were brought into the open. 
In any case, the Casey gang cannot withstand the 
wrath that would be heaped upon its head if, in ad- 
dition to wrecking all of the Governor’s relief and. 
public works measures, it should be responsible for 
postponing liquor control legislation until next spring.

The only opposition to House Bill No. 88 comes 
from the discredited County Court and its hangers- 
on, who have a bill of their own, which we have pre- 
viously discussed. Suffice it to say that the County 
Court bill was killed in the House and, in our opin- 
ion, is buried beyond the hope of resurrection, as it 
deserves to be.

the greatest national game of all.- The 

battle is not one to last an hour and 
then quit. It will go for some time: for 
weeks, maybe for several years. The game 
is between the progressive and conservative 
elements in the country. The stadium is 
filled by Mr. Forgotten Man, his sisters and 
his cousins and his aunts. 

Let us have a look at some of the out- 
standing players. Down there, practicing a 
place kick, is the Nation, liberal journal 
of opinion, with the New Republic holding 
the ball. Both are pretty reliable players. 
They can be counted on in advance to say 
the radical thing. Both often turn on 
their teammate, Franklin D. Roosevelt, and 
lambast him unmercifully, but in the main 
they have stuck by him when it came to a 
real fight. 

Two stellar halfbacks of the liberal team 
are the Baltimore Suns, morning and eve- 
ning, trained in the same high school with 
Henry Mencken, for years fullback and 
mainstay of the team until his graduation 
this year, with honors. Like Red Grange, 
Mencken had the ability to go through the 
hardest and toughest frays on the gridiron 
and come out with only a few scratches. 
Playing fullback for the progressives—al- 
though it plays well toward the left—is the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. The Post-Dispatch 
is not so much noted for its long runs as 
for its ability to gain through the line. It 
can pound, pound, pound at one place in.the 
conservative line until eventually, with 
everybody on the other side weak and some- 
times with even its own rooters a bit weary, 
it pounds its way through and finds itself 
in the clear—galloping away to a touch- 
down.

But the smiling quarterback usually 
gets up grinning and goes on. 

The team is more brilliant by far than 
the opposing one, has most of the clever 
runners and passers, and can find the weak 
places in the opposition almost by instinct. 
Its one weakness lies in the fact that it 
does not have the organization which its 
opponents have. Sometimes its own mem- 
bers disagree violently as to direction 
at an important point in the game, and 
the hope of the enemy is to get through to 
victory in one of these moments of disor-

Starring for the other side are some ex- 
perienced men. There is old Mark Sullivan, 
who never hits hard but who slips through 
many times because he takes the opponents 
unaware. Teammate of Herbert Hoover, he 
is generally liked and is as clean a player 
as there is on either side, never saying the 
wrong thing, offering a solid rock of con- 
servatism around which plays can be built. 

Two powerful ends add strength to the 
line, the Times boys, New York and Los 
Angeles. The former is Democratic and 
Eastérn, the latter Republican and West- 
ern. The former, although sometimes it 
gets offside, usually plays a great game for 
the conservative cause. 

Even more conservative politically and in 
some other ways is the Los Angeles boy of 
that name.

Big, strong, pow- 
erful plunger is the fullback, the Chicago 
Tribune. . The Trib is shifty, a good dodger, 
aggressive on offense, stubbonn and unrelent- 
ing on effense. Not having its old opponent, 
Prohibition, to play against, it has plenty 
of power going to waste and has been as 
consistent a fighter for the status quo as 
anyone else on the team. Its rugged in- 
dividualism is one of its biggest attacks. 

At right halfback now is the Chicago 
Daily News, always conservative, now al- 
most as vigorous and militant as the Tri- 
bune in fighting Socialistic tendencies every 
time the ball moves to the left. 

At center for the Conservatives, more 
powerful than any other on the team, is 
the Saturday Evening Post. For the last 
several years, it has been playing opposite 
Collier’s, liberal weekly, giving blow for 
blow, and usually putting enough strength 
in its pushes to make a more stellar per- 
formance. Collier’s surpasses it in editorial 
strength, perhaps; at least it is far more 
interesting reading. 

Referee for the contest is a little man, 
noted for his ability, conscientious as a 
saint, Walter Lippmann, feature writer 
whose opinions are quoted at the breakfast 
tables in many cities by the good women 
over their coffee who follow the news of the 
week through his eyes. No one could be 
more fair in his decisions and he has a 
wide following. 

In every vacant lot and every little com- 
munity, groups of amateurs, followers of 
one team or the other, are going through 
their stuff. The liberals echo the Post-Dis- 
patch cry of “We declare war on Wall 
Street.” They cry down the big money in- 
terests who have “tried to sack the country.” 

The game has become more intricate as it 
has advanced. It has been made doubly 
complicated by the money criss-crosses and 
double shifts. With the conservatives on 
the defense most of the first half and with 
the liberals carrying the ball, plays have 
moved so fast that not many of the fans 
could keep their eyes on.the ball.

DEBUSSY IBERIA SUITE 
PLAYED BY ORCHESTRA 


Other Major Work on Program 
in Brahms C Minor 
Symphony. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

HE St. Louls Symphony orches- 
T tz performed without benefit 

of soloist yesterday afternoon at 
the Odeon and gave one of the best 
concerts of the present season. The 
excellence of the program, the sen- 
tient vitality of the orchestra, and 
the arresting interpretations of 
Conductor Viadimir Golschmann all 
contributed to the result. 

The concert began with a spirited, 
precise and finely shaded perform- 
ance of Mozart’s “Eine Kleine 
Nachtmusik,” after which Mr. 
Golschmang directed, for the sec- 
ond time during his incumbency, the 
“Iberia” suite by Claude Debussy. 

Of the three works on the pro- 
gram, this was the least familiar to 
the audience and it was gratifying 
therefore, to note that. it was re- 
ceived with much more enthusiasm 
than on the occasion of its presen- 
tation two years ago. In the cir- 
cumstances one is justified in as- 
suming that its rhythmic sophisti- 
cation and its harmonic complexity 
do not make it inaccessible to the 
average concert-goer. 

The process by which Debussy 
was able to capture the true es 
sence of the Spanish scene—or rath- 
er the Andalusian scene—must re- 
main a psychological mystery de- 
spite his familiarity with Spanish 
music and literature. For it is one 
thing to be acquainted with the 
formalized expression of a nation’s 
genius and quite another to com- 
prehend the way of life and the 
peculiar spiritual qualities that lie 
behind it. This is what Debussy 
has apparently done without ever 
having visited that part of Spain 
which supplies the subject matter 
of most of the Iberia suite. It not 
only seems Andalusian to foreign 
listeners, but has been given the 
stamp of authenticity by Spaniards 
whose authority cannot be ques- 
tioned. 

The power of the music lies in 
the evocation of a series of moods 
rather than in its descriptive quali- 
ties, even though the three parts of 
the suite aré crowded with impres- 
sions of Flamenco singers, tapping 
heels, clicking castanets, virile fin- 
gers sweeping across the strings of 
a guitar, plaintive voices in the 
night, church bells and marching 
soldiers. Literal quotations are 
avoided. One gets the suggestion 
of a habanera rather than the thing 
itself from a fragmentary metrical 
figure; the gypsy fioriture is im- 
plied by the free moving voice of 
the oboe against a remote and op- 
posing rhythm and the liturgical 
element comes out If frequent 
modalism. > 

Yet despite the variety of mate- 
rial, and the almost incredible in- 
genuity with which rhythms, 
melodic lines and tone colors are 
combined, the “Iberia” suite has an 
even firmer structure than most of 
Debussy’s music. And nothing 
could be farther from the fact than 
the belief, so often encountered, 
that Debussy’s music is a kind of 
rhetoric without verbs. True 
enough this work is not organized 
along classic lines. The structure 
is more the instinctive structure 


it seems to be most untrammeled. 
The singleness of effect achieved 
by the “Iberia” suite is proof 
enough of its unity without re- 
ferring to the recurrence of certain 
essential themes and rhythms. 
Mr. Golschmann’s direction was 
a triumph of sympathetic compre- 
hension and alert technical control. 
When every page of a score is 
filled with difficulties such as this 
one offers, it is something of a feat 
merely to keep the divergent 
voices within the same bar lines. 
But Mr. Golechmann’s knowledge 
of the music was such that the ef- 
fort involved was not apparent. 
One was aware only of the vivid, 
poignant and mysterious inward 
qualities of the music.

DUAL DISPENSARY PLAN 
IS VOTED IN MICHIGAN 


State Liquor Monopoly Permits 
Retail Sales by Licensed 
Venders. 


By the Associated Press. 

LANSING, Mich., Dec. 16.—Gov. 
Comstock has indicated he will sign 
the liquor control bill passed by the 
Legislature. 

The measure provides for a three- 
member liquor control commission. 
Liquor will be sold through State 
stores and through hotels and other 
public places. Officials hoped to set 
up distribution and licensing ma- 
chinery within two weeks. 

The measure provides a state 
liquor monopoly, with the State 
making all original sales of hard 
liquor and wines for a miximum 
gross profit of 40 per cent. A dual 
dispensary system of state-owned 
stores and an unlimited number of 
designated merchants to be paid a 
maximum of $1200 a year by the 
State is provided. 

Sales of liquor by the glass six 
days a week will be permitted if 
voted by a majority of the local 
legislative bodies. The number of 
places serving hard liquor is lim- 
ited to one in each 750 population. 

One state-owned store could be 
established in each of the smaller 
counties and one to each 75,000 pop- 
ulation in larger counties. 

Money derived from liquor sales 
by the State would be lent to needy 
school districts. Generally the rev- 
enue is to go to the’ creation of 
an old age pension fund. 

The measure gives counties local 
option, forbids Sunday holiday, or 


election day sale of hard liquor and | 


forbids the old-time bar. 

Sale of beer would be continued 
as at present, and wine is limited 
to 16 per cent alcoholic content.

The feal estate 
company filed a claim for $5600 
back rent. The property includes 
an $18,000 cooling system installed 
last summer, which was appraised 
at $6379.

Mussolini’s Latest Decree Per- 
mits Guarantee of Private 
Bond Issues. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Dec. 16.—Government fi- 
nancing of industry is proceeding in 
Italy, while both manufacturers 
and bankers look on, with much 
wonderment as to its eventual] de 
velopment, | 

Many of them forsee the day 


when all the public’s investment in 
industrial activities will be made 
through the medium of the Govern- 
ment, 

Mussolini’s recent decree permit- 
ting the state to guarantee not only 
the principal but also a modest rate 
of interest on the bond issues of 
private companies puts the finish- 
ing touch to a 10-year movement 
in this direction. 

15 Financing Agencies. 

There exist in Italy 15 public 
utility financing corporations es- 
tablished for national purposes and 
supervised by the Minister of Fi- 
nance, who is represented on their 
governing bodies by a majority of 
votes. As the Association of Italian 
Corporations said in a recent re- 
port: 
“These semiofficial financing in- 
stitutions are indeed a character- 
istic manifestation of Fascist eco- 
nomic policies.” 

These institutions were either 
founded or reorganized by the 
State to finance al) kinds of indus- 
trial and agricultural activity. They 
include the Bank of Naples, the 
Bank of Sicily, the St. Paul’s Credit 
Institute of Turin, credit consort- 
jums for public works, utilities and 
agricultural improvement, the In- 
stituto Mobiliar~ Italiano and the 
Industrial Reconstruction Institute. 

The last two are the most im- 
portant. They issue short or long- 
term credit.

Grant. and Lee, soldiers. (Lee spent 
some time here as an army river 
engineer.) , 

Gill also suggested a colonnade 
of.the Mississippi Valley states 
and, in the central structure, about 

-100 small paintings of episodes in 
_ St. Louts history. 

Dickmann proposes to add to the 
scheme a river-front boulevard for 
the entire length of#the city. The 
administration learned recently 
that the city owns an 80-foot strip 
along the river, available for this 
Dickmann will seek Federal funds 
to pave this as a connection be- 
tween national and State high- 
ways. -He also is pushing for Fed- 
eral aid to make Broadway a 
smooth-surfaced street for its 
whole length. He has opposed an 
extensive river-front development 
at city expenses.

Whenever you get 
away. from the gospels you virtual- 
ly are saying there is something 
more important than God, but you 
can’t control the masses with that 
sort of, doctrine. 

Through With Church Suppers. 

“President Wilson warned against 
vying with show houses to attract 
crowds. The show people are more 
experienced and can do much bet- 
ter. I’ve gone to my last church 
entertainment. It’s equal folly for 
churches to compete with -restau- 
rants. I never go to church din- 
ners. Usually it takes $1.50 worth 
of medicine to overcome the effects 
of a 50-cent meal. 

“When you preach the gospel and 
magnify religion you’ve got no com- 
petition. There are no new sins 
and no new salvation. There are 
new ways of committing sin, but 
that is all. 

“For a new salvation they offer 
you education and culture. Col- 
leges are not giving culture; some 
offer courses in laundering and 
bell-hopping. An A. B. degree is 
much like an algebraic symbol rep- 
resenting an unknown quantity.”

HOSIERY FACTORIES ORDERED 
ON 3-DAY WEEK SCHEDULE 


NRA Consents to Action by Code 
Authority Because of Slump 
in Sales. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16:—The 
hosiery industry joined other textile 
trades yesterday in curtailing pro+ 


duction to meet a slump in sales 
and keep stocks from piling up. 
With the consent of NRA, the in- 
dustry’s code authority ordered all 
mills on a three-day week schedule 
for five weeks beginning next Mon- 
day, with a proviso that this might 
be extended three weeks longer if 
conditions in January justify it. 

Overproduction and sales at very 
low prices before the code went into 
effect last August were said to have 
brought on an unseasonal slump. 
Since January and February are 
normally dull months, the industry 
was threatened with sustained c~ 
cess manufacturing if the mills kept 
running full time. Infant wear was 
excepted, since this is its best sea- 
son. 

The new order will give each em- 
ploye 24 hours’ work a week instead 
of 40. The authority recommended 
that mills work three days, Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday, operat- 
ing the normal two shifts of eight 
hours each daily. 

The hosiery industry’s curtail- 
ment follows action by the entire 
cotton textile group which, on Dec. 
3, obtained NRA’s consent to cut 
production 25 per cent. The silk 
industry has a like request pending 
— will have a hearing on it Mon- 

ay.

Rose to Wealth by 
Manufacturing Aprons 


ELL Q. DONNELLY’S entire 
career has been tied to apren 
strings—but there have been 
thousands upon thousands of them, 
and fhstead of the usual humdrum 
existence commonly associated with 
such a situation, the “tie” has led to 
a fortune, adventure, and now to 
marriage, at 43 years old, to Mis- 
souri’s long premier political war- 
rior and an international figure. 

The marriage of Mrs. Donnelly, 
wealthy Kansas City apron manu- 
facturer, Wednesday, to former 
United States Senator James A. 
Reed, bettegprecognized as Jim Reed 
by most of the world, was as sur- 
prising as the rest of her life. As 
a wild duck and venison dinner at 
Mrs. Donnelly’s home unexpectedly 
‘turned into a wedding party, so her 
knack for designing aprons turned 
into a national business, and so her 
kidnaping two years ago resulted 
in an unexpected release without 
ransom, and the round-up of all 
her kidnapers.

He was 
the Senate’s chief opponent to this 
country entering the League of Na- 
tions, and broke with President 
Wilson over the matter. He retired 
from an active political career in 
1929, and has since devoted most 
of his time to private law practice. 
His first wife died in October, 1932, 
and Mrs. Donnelly was _ divorced 
from her first husband in Novem- 
ber, 1932. 


on any woman, and her fortune 
was made. By 1924 she was em- 
ploying 300 workers, and her busi- 
ness, from $5000 eight years before, 
had grown to one with $1,250,000 
annual turnover. Her business 
acumen had much to do with the 
expansion; she had seen the need 
of the American housewife, and 
had catered to it. The need lay 
in practicality, appearance, and 
price. Mrs. Donnelly kept the price 
as low as possible, by shrewd 
watching of cost. She noted every 
fluctuation in the cost, even though 
only a cent or two, of bolt cotton 
or a dozen gross of thread. And 
her surplus she put back in the 
business, for she realized that the 
larger her scale of manufacturing, 
the better the business. 


She had the business foresight 
also to patent her apron models 
and the foresight served her well. 
In 1927 she had to sue to protect 
her patent rights, and won. Jim 
Reed represented her. Also, she 
had made _ considerable money 
through the sale of her design 
rights to other manufacturers. 


without unduly stretching the point, 
that her life started as a sewing 
circle anecdote, and ended in an 
international problem, for one of 
her kidnapers was extradited from 
South Africa. 

Nell Donnelly started getting into 
unusual. situations when quite 
young. Her home was formerly in 
Parsons, Kan., and there she grad- 
uated from high school in 1906. Im- 
mediately after graduation she mar- 
ried Paul F. Donnelly, although she 
was but 16; something of a shock 
to most everyone concerned except 
Nell. But the greater’ surprise 
came when Nell, the following year, 
decided to take up domestic science 
at Lindenwood College at _ St. 
Charles. Such things were not gen- 
erally done in those days; married 
women did not attend schools for 


girls. 
S learn something about keeping 
house, as might be surmised 
from her selection of domestic sci- 
ence courses, for she knew little 
about it. Nor did she know any- 
thing about sewing until that han- ‘ ¢ ° 
icraft was included in her les- 
sons. Quite a few years passed be- 
fore she realized that anything 
might be made out of what then 
appeared merely a wifely duty. 
There was the hint of the late 
developments in her school life, 
however. Toward the end of her 
stay at Lindenwood, she began to 
make her own aprons, and that the 
matter might not be merely a chore, 
she exercised her tendency toward 
originality by designing her own 
models. The old _straight-front, 
checked gingham apron with a big 
bow in the back was the standard 
model of those days. Nell Donnel- 
ly revised the model to give it a 
more dressy appearance, while re- 
taining the practical features. She 
made what have _ since become 
known as apron frocks, and made 
her first reputation. Fellow stu- 
dents cultivated her goodwill in or- 
der to get her aprons for presents 
and party prizes. 
Still she did not foresee the com- 
mercial possibilities of her sewing 
ability, and returned to Kansas City 
to become a housewife. Not until 
1911, when friends and neighbors 
had startéd to make extensive de- 
mands for her to sell them aprons, 
did it dawn upon her that it might 
be good business to make them for 
sale. So she made eight different 
models as sample, and took them 
to a large Kansas City Department 
store. The store was interested, 
and took a dozen in each model. 
The aprons sold well, and there was 
a demand for more. Soon Mrs. Don- 
nelly was devoting most of her time 
to apron making—she became @4 
dressmaker by vocation.

al prominence in Kansas City, 
and, in fact,in the entire State, and 
she began to take something of an 
interest in political affairs. She was 
an active supporter of Reed for the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
in 1928, and after the nomination 
of Alfred E. Smith campaigned for 
Smith in Missouri. In 1927 she was 
adjudqged the outstanding business 
woman in Kansas City. 

In December, 1931, she became 
the outstanding figure in the day’s 
news when she was kidnaped and 
held for ransom. As she reached 
her home after leaving her garment 
factory at the end of the day, a 
number of men seized Mrs. Donnel- 
ly and her Negro chauffeur, and 
asked $75,000 for her release. They 
threatened to blind her if the ran- 
som were not paid. 

Jim Reed was conducting a case 
in Jefferson City, and he immedi- 
ately rushed to Kansas City to take 
charge of the efforts to have her 
released. He was his customary 
self in the matter—the wrath that 
during his public life he had vent- 
ed on what he saw as injustice and 
mistakes on thepartofthe leaders 
of the United States he heaped on 
the kidnapers, 

‘If they deliver Mrs. Donnelly 
safely,” he announced, “they can 
have the $75,000, and take my word 
for it that it is paid. But if they 
harm a single hair of her head, I 
will spend the rest of my life run- 
ning down the culprits and secur- 

‘ing for them the supreme penalty 
of the law, which in Missouri is 
hanging.”

A Dance Can Be Simple 


Y and by, when the depression 

shall have been smoothed out, 

the private balls or dances on 
the scale of those of yesterday may 
again become the outstanding 
events of the social season. At 
present, however, typical balls are 
public ones organized for the pur- 
pose of raising funds for the relief 
of distress, and the problem of giv- 
ing a dance for young people re- 
Bolves itself into the question of 
how simple it can be.

enough to dance in. 
A few Christmas greens will sup- 
ply the decorations 1nd the menu 
for supper can be equally limited 
since young people seldom care, or 
even notice, what they are given to 
eat. The one and only item of 
expense that must careful’ be con- 
sidered before consenting definite- 
ly to send out the invitations, is 
that for good music. Invitations, 
by the way, are written across the 
top of the.visiting card of the 
young girl’s mother, or whoever is 
hostess: Jan. 6, 9 p. m. Small 
dance. Or possibly, if only her own 
intimate friends a invited, across 
the young girl’s own card. 


But to return to the question of 
good music. By this is meant mu- 
sic that is gay and with perfect 
rhythm, and not necessarily many 
pieces. Heavy or feeble music will 
guarantee a complete failure, no 
matter what all other preparations 
may be. A perfect dance from a 
young girl’s point of view is won- 
derful music and—‘»sts and lots of 
partners! In fact, I ought to have 
put partners before the music. 
Since the best orchestra in the 
world, the best floor under a solid 
tent of roses, will count as noth- 
ing if there are not plenty of 
young men. Ideally, there should 
be about six men (or boys) to 
every four girls. But’ a _ hand- 
picked collection of young men 
who dance with enthusiasm is ‘in- 
finitely more helpful to the success 
of a party than twice the number 
—the majority of whom spend the 
entire evening propped against the 
walls. Just why hostesses continue 
to invite the individuals who make 
up the fixed element of the stag

line is. hard to .understand since 
they contribute nothing to the 
to 


pleasure of anyone—not even 
their own. 

At a very small and young party 
it is not a difficult matter to make 
it a success since it merely takes 
the same initiative on the part of 
the hostess, or a deputy hostess, 
that is necessary at every party 
for children. “Johnny, won't you 
please go and dance?” Or, “Arthur, 
go and rescue Nancy, will you?” 


But at a bigger and older dance 
the best plan for a successful party 
—meaning that every girl shall 
have plenty of partners—is for the 
hostess to appoint a sufficient num- 
ber of young men as ushers. Ush- 
ers either wear white boutonnieres 
or other badges so that they may 
be easily recognized. An usher 
needs no introduction to ask a girl 
to dance. His principal duty is to 
see that every girl has a partner, 
and no partner for too long. The 
way an usher is of use is this: If 
a girl or a boy looks hard at an 
usher it means, “We would like to 
change partners;” or if a girl has 
been dancing long enough with one 
boy, she asks him to take her to 
an usher. The usher then dances 
with her until he signals to a stag. 
No stag may refuse the signal from 
an usher. There should be one 
usher for every 10 girls at every 
big dance. 

One might ask why a young man 
is willing to be an usher? First, 
because there is a certain social 
honor in being chosen as an usher, 
much as in being usher at a “wed- 
ding. ‘And there are also advan- 
tages in being an usher! He can 
dance with whomever he chooses 
and the moment he no_ longer 
chooses, he signals to a stag to 
whom he hands his partner. 

As I said at the beginning, sup- 
per is very unimportant to the 
youngest generation. A punch bowl 
kept filled with some sort of thirst- 
quenching ice-cold fruit juice to 
drink between dances is of course 
important, but at a holiday dance 
sandwiches and hot chocolate 
passed around on trays is really 
quite enough for refreshments. Or 
if you would add more, then have 
bouillon instead of chocolate with 
the sandwiches, and add ice cream 
and cake. Beyond this you can 
add as much as you may choose. 
But for a really simple party some- 
thing hot to drink, something cold, 
sandwiches (not sweet), cakes 
(sweet) would be ample.
